Care of Your Children

When tJiere are several children 
In a family. It soon becomea evident 
th.ti they are dllfercnt one from an- 
other and must be manaced dilier' 
ently ror the beat results. Occasion- 
ally there Is one child markedly dif- 
ferent from tlie oUiera. Wlille they 
are brlRhl. learn easily, set hlsh 
marks in school and win general 
npproval, this one learns slowly ir at 
all, selSTioor mnrka although the 
teaehcra say "He trlea." 

One. luch dilld- has dirriculty In 
leamlnii to read. He sees "wis" 
backwards and aays "saw." When 
this happens. It would be well 
have the child's eyes examined by 
eye, specialist, the "eye and ear'' 
physician. Some times this condl' 
Uon disappears as growth pro- 
Eresses, but In the meantime the 
child" loses -preclDui- learnlnf-tlme 
and Is subjected U> most unhappy 
experiences at home and In achoot. 
It Is best to. net help for him Irom 
the specialist. 

Another dllferenl one Is Ihe child 
who cannot "do arithmetic." Usual- 
ly this one Li ilow about leamlns 
and uilnR Inntniace. He needs prac- 
tice In lalklnR and reproduclni short 
stories such as the fSibles. He needs 
have numbera Introduced by the 
1 or objeela. Problems In arltJime- 
tic should be deferred until he mas- 
ters lanEuase, oral and printed. 

Then we have the big, stronj, 
physically healthy child who will 
etieerl'ully hammer and saw, dlf and 
'eep and polish and clean but who 
win rebel at any pressure put- on him 
lo (tudy or to work out a problem. 
When he la forced to sit at his desk 
and. tt least, eo throuEh the mo- 
tions, he ts bad-tempered, scowls, 
headache, hales school, hales 
everybody. HU parenU say that he 
must at least get a hiEh school di- 
ploma, and he says that It he has 
to go to high school he will run 



'a»ay. And he pri^ably will, loa 

One must go alone with a child', 
differences and make tlie best ot his 
pattern of thought, trails and ten* 
dendu. All people are not scholars, 
al! cannot be scientists and pror«- 
slonal people. Nor can alt students 
be gradualed from high school, that 
Is hpneiUy recorded as having com- 
pleted lljlr prescribed ■courses. 

Maybe a Tocatlonal school Is the 
answer? Or maybe work under the 
.lupervlslon of an Interested older 
pirewi. Our labor fiwa. pertainlns to 
working children, need a second look 
here. It Is eucntlal to protect them 
rrom exploitation and at the anme 
lime lo protect them from oppres- 
sion disguised such protection.
